Plantanoguay Popular Movement (PPM) 


The PPM is a social movement of workers and peasants attempting to create a 
more just society, reducing the enormous inequalities that currently exist in 
Plantanoguay. The movement spawned a political party, the Worker and Peasant Party, 
whose candidate was elected president and now heads the Government of Plantanoguay. 
The PPM supports the government but many of its members are wary that it will not have 
the fortitude to carry out the changes needed to reduce poverty and inequality; or that it 
will be corrupted by power and will sell out to the rich. 


Case-Specific Information 

The PPM regards the land reform program as an opportunity for Plantanoguay to 
make a shift from its emphasis on export crops such as bananas toward the achievement 
of food sovereignty (see Resource Kit). It fears that the government will not make use 
of the opportunity. It is also an opportunity to make use of unproductive land such as 
HAZMAT?’s partially used pasture land for raising cattle.

Access 
The following team has automatic access: Government of Plantanoguay. Other 
teams require your permission to meet with you. 


Success Indicators: 


Popular Support (PS): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that increase 
the number of active supporters in the popular movement and is lowered by actions that 
reduce the number of active supporters. 

Regime Stability (RS): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that increase 
the stability and strengthen support for the current Government of Plantanoguay. It is 
lowered by actions that decrease the support and stability of the government. 

Equality Index (EI): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that redistribute 
wealth from the richest families to the middle and poorer segments of the population and 
is decreased by actions that increase the relative wealth of the richest families. 

Overall Success = (PS + RS+ EI) /3

The following action options are available. You may adopt as many as you 
choose or none at all. 
___I. Agree to form a delegation to tour North America and Europe to gain international 
support for the land reform effort and the organization of producer cooperatives. 


___ IIa. Speak out publicly, praising the government and its positions. 
____ IIb. Remain silent, neither supporting nor opposing the government. 


___ III. Oppose the government in the following ways: 

____ IIIa. Express our disagreements with the government in comradely language. 

___ IIIb. Repudiate the government and call for its resignation and the calling of 
new elections. 

____ IIIc. Organize a national march across Plantanoguay ending in the Capitol. 

____ Id. Organize a caceralazos demonstration in the Capitol. 

____ Ile. Organize a roadblock which prevents bananas being transported to ports 
for shipping overseas. 

___ IIIf. Stage a non-violent occupation of HAZMAT’s non-productive land 
holdings in Plantanoguay, setting up temporary housing and creating agricultural plots for 
landless families to begin farming.

This includes other strictly non-violent activities 
that may involve some disruption of traffic and free movement of people. Specify the 
activities:
